POSTAL PACKETS. 


Facilities for Small 
Articles. 


INTERNATIONAL SERVICE. 


The regulations made by the 
Governor in Council under section 
3 of the Post Ofiica Ordinance, 


‘11926, on June 24, 1926, have been 


further amended by the insertion, 
next after regulution 7, of the 
following regulation,— 


TA—(1) A new class of 
postal packets called “Small 
Packets" is authorised with the 
object of affording facilities, in 
the international service, for 
the tranumission of amall arti- 
cles of merchandise In the 
letter mails, The exchange of 
small packets is limited to those 
countries which have ayreed to 
participate in.the service, 

_ (2) The maximum dimen- 
sions of a small packet are 18 
in, by 8 in. by 4 in, or if in rall 
form 18 in. in length and 6 in. 
in diameter, and the limit of 
weight fs 2 Ib, 

(3) The prohibitions applica- 
ble to the letter post apply also 
to the service of small packets, 
In addition, the following sre 
specially excluded from trang- 
misston in small packets.— 

Letters, notes or docu- 
ments having the, character 
of actual and personal cor- 
respondence (this prohibt- 
tion does not apply to open 
invoices reduced ‘to the 
simplest form, the address of 
the article, and the sender’s 
address); coin; banknotes; 
currency notes; negotiable 
instruments payable to bear- 
er; platinum, gold or silver, 


manufactured Sr not; pre-|- 


cious stones; jewels and other 

valuable articles; postage 

stamps, whether obliterated 
or not. 

(4) Small packets nre sub- 
ject to the requirements for 
samples of merchandise as re- 
garda form, make up and pack- 
ing (eg. they must be sent in 
such a manner as to be ensy of 
examination). In addition, 
the name and address of the 
sender must be shown on the 
outside of the packet; and each 
packet must be conspicuously 
marked “Small Packet” in the 
ton Icft-hand corner. 

' (6) The rate of postage on 
small packets shall be 32 cents 
for the first 8 ounces, and 8 
cents for cach additional 2

delay and soon find aa enthralling 
as a novel, Unfortunately, he does 
not quole his authorities (no doubt, 
for the purposes of this short esray. 
or lecture, he thought if unneces- 
gary), and this leaves one in doubt 
somewhat as to the extent of which 
his facta are genuine and the opin- 
If, as we belleve, hes 
hoa drawn his own conclusions’ from 
the many excellent biographios- of 
Rousseau, we congratulate Hint upon 
his sympathetic vision and the pains 
he has taken to explain, rather than 
to excuse, the vagaries of: this 
strange, lonely figure of eighteenth 
contury thought. It is a study

Children and Traffic. 


It may seem curious to muny, 
but suggestions nearly always, in 
nine cnaes out of every ten, follow 
mishaps, be they serious or minor. 
Take, for instance, the accldent in 
Kowloon over a week ago, when a 
British Ind waa seriously hurt os 
the result of being knocked down 
by a motor car. Barely three 
whole days had passed when o Iet- 
ter, offering useful sugyestiona by 
“Parent,” appeared in the Presa. 
The correspondont made threo sug- 
gestions in all, and we thank him 
or her (as the caso inay be) for 
the initiative shown. Tho  firat 
suggestion imado wan “that the 
part of Nathan Rond from the 
Central British Sehool to Jordan 
Road be a controlled area, This 
would afford some measuro of pro- 
tection to pupils of the C.B.S. and 
Kowloon Junior School." It is 
known surely by now that that 
section of Nathan Read, which ia 
fronted by the Central British 
School ts a controlled area. Be- 
tween the School building and 
Austin Road there is a triangular 
sign on the baso of which fs welt- 
ten “CHILDREN”, This is reyleat- 
ed on the other side of. Nathan 
Road opposite the Duro Garage. 
Whether this-controtied area ox- 
tends os far an Jordan Road is not 
known, becaune thero ia no sign 
denoting “control” between Auatin 
Road and Jordan Road going down- 
hill, Tha Kowloon Junlor School 
ia situated on a hill, aud facen 
Cox's Path whore there ia hardly 
any traffic. If tho suggestion ts 
to bo accopted (and thoro is every 
hopo that it will be) thon it would 
mean that tho part of Jordan Road 
extending from Cox's Path to the 
junction of Nathan Rond be In- 
cluded .in the controlled aren. 
Motor buses on the. No. 11 route 
utilisa this section very frequently 
during the day, 


| Police Ald Wanted, 


The sesond = surgestion—“That 
the hours when sehool is diamisacd 
for tiifin and close of school, police- 
men be on point duty in this area 
for the protection af children’—~ 
seems to be quite feasible. There 
ia "no apparent reason why the 
Traf_le Department should not pro: 
vide pointamen to be detailed for 
this very important duty, It could, 
perhaps, be done in thla way :—One 
policeman to be on duty directly 
outside the C.B.S. in Nathan Road, 
a agcond on duty nt tha junction of 
Kimberley Road, and a third at the 
erosaing of Austin Rorgd.

Circuses, that clrcuscs prefer 

: to go to tho malin- 
fand. To my mind it is not mat. 
ter of preference but one of more 
patronage. A circus can atay two 
weeks on any “pitch on the main- 
land (and ‘there are miny) and 
make money, wherens on the Island 
thoy are lucky if they can get a 
decont crowd in their tent for two 
nights running. Thoy can, in fact, 
malo more money by going: from 
one pitch to another on tho main- 
tand than by coming across the 
harbour. 

One circus which vialted the 
Colony recently came over to 
the Island immediately on landing 
from the ship, but they soon dis- 
covered their mistake and shifted 
to the mainland and thelr luck 
turned. Somo rendera will pro- 
bably aay: “That's only to -be ex- 
pected as Kowloon has no larger 
population.” The reply to that is 
(hat surely the population of Hong 
Kong {8 not so amall that ft can- 
not “carry” a clreus In {ts midst 
for more than two days. Phat fact 
is that circus loving people in 
Hong Kong would not go to that 
circus because thoy objected to its 
locality (the only one large 
enough) on the Wanchaf Reelama- 
tlon, almost opposite the “night” 
quarter of the district.

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PISTON TROUBLES 


Piston troubles, or aot least 
obvious ones, are, considering the 
light welght of the modern. piston 
and the speed at which it travels, | 
comparatively rare, but with a cor- 
tain amount of care in driving and 
in watehing the lubrication even ; 
tho fow cases which come to notice 
can be oliminated or at Icast con- : 
sldoxably reduced, 

Manufacturing methods of. the « 
present day have developed to such * 
a high standard that n faulty platon | 
Ja almost unknown, and wo must, ' 
therefore, look to the driver of the | 
ear to keop thesa hard-worked units 
at thelr normal operating efficiency, 
Being tucked away Inside tho en- 
gine, tho pistons arc rarely seen, 
and because of this few drivers 

“giva them more than a passing | 
thought. An ‘den of what they, 
have to perform may serve to bring 
to Nght a fow reasons as to why 
these parts of tho engine should 
have considerate attention. Spenk-' 
ing broadly, the piston ia the hard- 
ent-worked part of the motor, It Is 
thrown up and down, violently 
pushed and pulled by the forces 
produced by the explosions and by 
ita own Inertin, heated by finming 
gases, and forced to rub against the 
cylinder wails by a heavy slde pres- 
sure.’ Under these conditions It 
covers n surprisingly blg mileage, 
so that when tho car has dono 
10,000 miles cack piston has travel- 
led in the vicinity of 6,000 miles up 
and down [In the cylinder. Con- 
aldering the lond which it carrica, 
its difficult duties of preventing gas | 
from escaping down Into the crank- 
case, and oll from passing up Into 
the combustion chamber, and the 
very grent difficulty of lubricating ; 
sliding surfaces subjected to high 
temperatures, the average platon ! 
performa tts work with a marked | 
amount of success. 

Aluminium Pistons, 

There {a a marked tendency on 
the part of many drivera to ascribe 
all piston troubles which have 
occurred during recent years to the 
change over from cast fron to 
aluminium alloy. Thdse who think 
on these Ines are apt to forget thar 
in the sume perlod of time a 
tremendous advance hrs been made 
in the power obtained from a 
cylinder of given size. 

An increase in power can be ob- 
tained in two ways, both of which 
have been very fully used. The 
first consists of increasing*the com- 
pression ratio, und the second of 
Inerensing the engine speed, or, to 
pul it plainly, increasing the power 
of the explosion and getting more 
explosions per minute, It must be 
obvious that this development re- 
sults in a twofold Increase in the 
lond carried by the piston. First, 
there fy a direct Increase due to the 
higher gas pressures and to the 
hisher temperatures, and there fs 
the increased inertia Jond caused by 
the higher speeds. A piston must 
be stopped and restarted at the end 
of every stroke, and this requires 
very big forces, often amounting to 
over n ton when the engine iy turn- 
Ing over at high reva. To meet tho 
situation, and to’ bring the loads 
curried by the bearings inside rea- 
sonable limita, designers have been 
forced to reduce the weight of the 
piston as much ns possible. 

Troubles. 

Getting back to the troubles 
which. have been experienced with 
plutons in heavily-loaded engines, 
these may be divided into three 
clasgeys—piston slap, rapid wear, 
and heavy ofl consumption. Before 
describing the ways) in which an 
owner can anfcguard the pistons, It 
would perhaps be as well to consider 
these troubles and thelr causes, 

All ordinary motals expand when 
they nra subjetced to heat, and tho 
rate of expansion Is greater for 
aluminium alloys than it is for cast 
fron. Consequently, in order to 
prevent a platon from selzing while 
hot the clearance batween the skirt 
and the cylinder wall when the en- 
gino ja cold must be in tho vicinity 
of .006in. in a cylinder with a bore 
of about three inches. It is woll 
known that on audible tap is pro- 
duced if the clearance gets In excess 
of .008 in. 50 that it will be seen 
that [t ts exceedingly difficult to 
provent ‘such a tap from being 
heard when the cold ongine js start-. 
ed ofter o allght amount of wear 
has taken place. This has beon 
remedied to a largo extent by the 
use of Invar Strut platons, which 
allow of 4 comparatively close fit. 
Next, there Ja the big subject of 
piston lubrication, The of] which 
the cylinders recelve Is almost 
wholly derived from the spray or 
mist produced by the big ends. The 
pump feeds tho lubricant to the 
crankshoft, and tho ofl travels 
through the passages in the shaft 
to the big ond bearings. Tho aur- 
plus escapes from the ends ofthese 
bearings. and {s thrown round by 
the whirling action’ of the shaft, so 

- becoming doposited upon the ex- 
‘posed lower surfaces of the cylinder 
walls. i

to make the difference between a 
reasonable ofl consumption and ono 
open to criticism as boing too heavy. 

Piston rings are, of course, pro- 
vided to hold the compressed gases 
and olso to prevent of] pumping, 
many pistons having special olt 
rings to contro] the amount of oll 
reaching the upper part of tho 


piston, 
This scheme works well enough 


so long a8 the rings fit cloacly in 
thelr grooves, but when on certain 
amount -of up and down play 
develops a pumping action takes 
place, which leads to a rapld in- 


' crease {n of] consumption. 


This is ona of the most {mportant 
cnuses of high of! consumption, the 
ofl being delivered to tho combus- 
tion chamber, where it is burnt. 
‘The pumping pressure which the 
rings, develop 1a surprisingly high, 
and consequently, contrary to popu. 
lar ‘bellef, the preasura above the 
platon Is not of much momont, In 
other words, tha amount of of] burnt 
when the engine runs at full throt- 
tle ia almost ns great asewhen the 
throttle is closed, and when 
considerable suction = in. dee 
veloped. one the inlet stroke 
it ts popularly supposed — to 
assist ofl to pass the ringa, Tt 
fs true that the charactoristic blue 
smoke disnppears under full throttle 
conditions, but this ts mainly due 
to the fact that the cylinder tem- 
peratures are then sufficiently high 
to burn the oll. 

Apart from wear of the rings 
and grooves, thore ja the general 
wear, which gradually mukea 4 
piston a slacker and slacker fit in 
the eylinder, With cast-iron pistons 
thia wear Is more or fess confined 
to the area that fs swept by the 
rings, but fn an-aluminium piston 
wear occurs throughout the stroke. 
It {s, however, mainly the relatively

How Pistons Are I1l-Treated. 
There aro many ways in which 
the owner-driver can ill-treat the 
pistons of hls engine, In the firat 
place, very few people take sufli- 
cient care over the essential process 
of running-In a new engine. at 
tukes quite an appreciable time to 
produce a good working finiah on 
the rubbing surfiuces of the pistons 
and cylinders, and, until this Is 
obtalned, overdriving is bound to 
harm the parts, even if it does not 
actually cause selzure. If the en- 
gine gels anywhere near the seizing 
point the aluminium becomes very 
soft and is apt to be badly scored, 
or rubbed, so tending to fix the 
rings in’ their grooves, and, of 
course, to ruln the bearing surface. 
Next there [s the matter of 
Inbrication. In a new car the big 
enda fit so tlyhtly that tho off 
escaping from them is not quite 23 
much ag is required for fast worl. 
It Is, therefore, a good plan to add 
a little lubricating ofl to the fuel 
when tho engine is new, This oil 
is fed through the carburettor, and 
effectively afds the lubrication of 
the upper parts of the piston and 
cylinders. Supposing that o car 
has been run fn with due care, 
there remains the duty of giving 
the pistons a chance to prove 
durable. By far the most common 
form of ill-trentment conalsts of 
atarting the cold engine and fore- 
Ing It to propel the cenr. 
Tt cannat be teo — xtrongly 
emphnagsised that this: proce ‘ore 
may AAURO nq Raa wor 
as, perhaps, 600 miles of ordinary 
running on the road. When ‘tho 
engine fs cold, particularly in the 
winter, the off is sluggish, and {t 
may be as long as half a minute 
before any rensonnble quantity is 
thrown off the big ends.

Unduly high speeds in the intor- 
mediate gears produce excessive 
louds on the reciprocating parts, 
und, of these, the pistons suffer 
most, 

High Oil Consumption, . 

The causes of high oll con- 
sumption after the engine has been 
in service for some time should be 
fairly obvious, Wear will havo 
inereased the working clearance of 
the big ends, so that a relatively 
large amount of oil is thrown up 
into the cylinders; wear of the 
rings in their grooves and of tho, 
cylinder bores will render these 
parta incapable of preventing much 
of this of! being pumped up into 
the combustion chambers. . 

When the rate of of] consumption 
shows a notlecable Inerense, It Ja 
not at alla bad plan to havo tho 
sump removed and the big ends 
taken up. This alone may cheek 
the ofl consumption for some time, 
but eventually it will be necessary 
to have the cylinders re-bored and 
new plsatons and rings fitted. Of 
course, ff oxamination shows that 
the plstan clearances are not ex- 
cesslyc, It may be suMctent to fit 
new rings, including na seraper ring 
of one of tha many designs now 
available. .

BAN ON WAR. 


Another U.S. Suggestion 
of “ Prohibition.” 


“DELEGALISE IT!" 


Washington, Yesterday. 


A petition signed by hundreds 
of prominent eAmericans, includ- 
ing lenders of industry and fin- 
ance, famous soldiers, University 
presidents and bishops through- 
out the-States has been forward. 
ed to President Hoover urging 
the United States Government to 
tike steps to strengthen the pro- 
vision of the Kellogg Pact.

warring nations to peace 
by economic pressure. 


Political Stir. 
Washington, Later. 


A decided stir has been caused 
in political circles by the deci- 
sion of President Hoover to sub- 
mit to the next Session of Con- 
yress a protocol for American 
adherence to the Hague Court. 
It is felt that this will lead to the 
summoning of a special session of 
Congress in the Spring, which 
the President had hoped to avoid. 


The protracted protocol and 
alde tracking, annual supply bills 
would make this inevitable. Mr.

Canton Takes Ample 
Precautions. 
“FOR PEACE AND ORDER.” 


Canton, Yesterday. 


With o view to maintaining ‘the 
pence and order in Canton city 
during the winter season, General 
Au-yang Kue, director of tho 
Bureau of Public Safety, ‘has 
adopted every precautionary 
micasures guarding against the 
oceurronce of robbery and Jar- 
ceny, The city is divided Into 15 
districts, with four additional de- 
tectives nssigned to each district, 
specially to render nagsistance to 
the local police. Armoured cars 
have resumed the patrol duty 
since last Wednesday. The peace 
maintenance corps together with 
the police are guarding most of 
the thoroughfares, searching 
pedestrians and passengers rid- 
ing on motor cars, busea and 
rikisha for unlicensed arms. . 

Protection of River Traffic. 

In view of the fact that pirates 
usually attempt to hold up tow- 
boats and vessels plying between 
Canton and other villages during 
the winter season on account of 
the booty being much more than 
that of the other acasons, the Ad- 
miralty has taken the necessary 
steps against piracy by designat- 
ing the gunboats Kong Kung, 
Chung Yuan and Chung Kal to 
vatrol the Canton river, Chung 
Shan, the West River, and the 
other gunboats to remain in their 
respective positions for the pro-" 
ner protection of the various 
river traffic. Without receiving 
ordera from the Admiralty, the 
captains of all the gunboats are 
not permitted to move away 
from their designated positions. 
It is, therefore, generally believed 
that the cases of piracy will be 
creatly reduced during thia ses- 
on. : 

Honam Island Precaution. 

Opposite the Canton proper lies 
the Honam Island, in which the 
hisiness is also very prosperous, 
There are‘at present 1,500 garrt- 
son guards stationed ‘in Honam 
and its neighbouring villages. 
The number of guards is now con- 
sidered insufficient to cope with 
so large an area, Including scores 
of villages.’ i
